2. Citations and escplanations: 

Cited document D: US 5940564 A 

Document D is cited as a document of the category "X" in the 
International Search Report. 

Document D discloses an optoelectronic component 14,52 and a 
support structure 66 having a hole, see especially figure 3. 
An alignment feature 62 is arranged on the surface of the 
component, and it is mentioned in the description that this 
feature may be any passive alignment feature known m the 
alignment art (col. 14, lines 16-20). The use of stud bumps as 
alignment feature, as defined in the independent claims 1 and 
10 in the International Application, is deemed trivn.al. 
Document D discloses that the alignment feature is arranged 
along the periphery of the hole, thus aligning the component 
to the hole. Thus claims 1 and 10 are deemed to lack an 
inventive step. 

It is evident from figure 3 in document D that the outer 
surface of the alignment feature is arranged against the hole 
walls. Thus claim 2 is deemed to lack an inventive step. 
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
